On behalf of the Patron Members’ Committee of the Dublin Grand 
Opera Society, I wish to draw your attention to the contribution which 
the Society has made to the musical and theatrical life of the city, by 
presenting two seasons of opera each year for many years, at what by 
international standards are exceedingly low prices. It is not always fully 
realised that the Society is non-professional and that its achievements 
depend on the voluntary efforts of the management and members of the 
chorus. 

To organise an opera season in any city is a most expensive business. 
In order to continue its work, the Society requires the support of the 
citizens. The best method by which you can help the Society is by 
becoming a Patron Member.
